der ond vivid sheet lightning, with heavy rain 
and hsll coming down in perfect torrents. 
After this the storm in acme ddgriO abated ; 
but thunder continued for two or three houra 
after, and rain came down heanly, but in 
lighter showers than 1 during the pre- 
vious ' £onr. The hail stones, come 
of the'm, were of tha size of a walnut, and at 
least on lichtn diameter ; the following mom 
ingatdayhreak the serious devastating oBoeta 
or tts atorm tiecamo :«PPirenl, tho da- 
arutia dunia in the ahape of window filr 
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Chapel, every pane of glass was doitroyed on 
the aide fiieinc; to the westward, and af the 
other baUdinga of the Lown feeing towards the 
south-west, and where not protected by shut- 
ters ov French blinds, every square of glass 
was bro'cen, and the Iqss mnsc be serious to 
tnafty ; one individual, Mr. Patrick White, 
who has two inns and several other tenementa 
in the town, mu£t hn.TD tustaincd u, loss 
little shore of £80 ; liia brother, Mr. Peter 
White, tha owner of the Hibernian Hotel and 
many other buildinga, has sustained* loos nf 
nt least £iS in tho ahupc of glese only. We 
the more regret this in ills case of these two 
indiildunls, at through their entstpriaing 
spirit in the erection of smell tenemonia ihe 
rente nf Bueh buildings hni bgen reduced at 
least GO per cent, per annum. We have only 
mentioned the Ions in tho article of glass i but 
the damage to buildings must have been great 
in ceilings and plaatering destroyed. In rrar- 
drrnsj. alaOj much damage baa been done : on 
walking over one tn tho township, that of 
fJeSBTB. slyer, inDurhom-atreot, on the morninjr 
after the storm, wo were surprised at the Injury 
sustained—this garden is not mora thnn half 
an aero in extent, yet wo could observo fit 
least two eart loads of fruit strewed on tho 
ground, and tnur.h of tho unripe fruit perfo- 
rated by the hail atimcs half an inch deep; 
cabbages drilled through nnd cut into ribbons. 
This bsing the case in a sheltered spot lilts the 
town, it may naturally be inferred ihst much 
greater Utimage has been done In more exposed 
aituslions in nrnrdene and orchards ; and that 
good fruit that had previously boon moat 
abundant will become settee; corn, which pro- 
viously promlsed the most abundant crop we 
hnve witnessed for pinny yoare paet, has also 
been greatly damaged. A gentleman from 
Onmpbeira River hue Rtated ttiat ujiwardanf 
twenty of hisaheepbod been killed by lightning 
on Thursday nia,lit, and there is every reason 
to anticipate daily accounts of loss 111 the sur- 
rounding neighbourhood. On this occasion the 
Valo Creek 'tujain oterflowod its hanks end 
tha Town Common was covered with water. 
One effect has been an advance of at least 
fifty psr cent. In tho prleo of window glass, 
end a. very buay lime for glaitere, who bave 
nil been actively employed; All the glass for 
solo at Datburst woold not supply one-third 
of the present demand, and it will belittle 
abort ortwo months before the damaga in thin 
shnpa only wtd be repaired,
